or Garden Can Be Thoroughly 


Disinfected.' 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


In the war against the potato wart 


the United States has done in less 
Hum two years what other countries 


j had not succeeded in doing in decades. 


I Wart has been for a long time a 


I destructive disease of potatoes in I-Ju- 
Irope, and tlie belief always was that 
once a garden or field became infected 
there was no way of eradicating it. 
An infected area, even when no pota- 
toes were planted in it for a number 
of years, would show the disease still 
virulent when aiiain planted to pota- 
toes. The potato wart disease was 
discovered last year in gardens In 
some smnll minjng towns in Pennsyl- 
vania. The United States Department 
nf Agriculture quarantined the infected 
areas and the specialists of the depart- 
ment began experiments in control. 
They have nn v aniipnnwd that a field 
or garden. Infected with potato wart 
ran he thoroughly disinfected by the 
use of steam :ind formaldehyde. Tin- 
cost of the work, however, is high, and 
it will be used only when absolutely 
necessary in cleaning up the' infected^ 
areas. 


-The investigators of the department, 


•who have worked in co-operation with 
the state authorities of Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, have also discover- 
ed varieties of potato that are immune 
to the wnrt disease, and steps are be- ] 
ing. taken to assist gardeners in the ' 
Infected regions to purchase varieties ' 
of seed known to. be immune. The 
department specialists now believe 
that further losses from the disease 
tin be practically eliminated.

grains when fed on free choice. 


Three calves between one and two 


months of age' were fed for two pe- 
riods of 30 days each. During the 
lirst period practically no corn was 
consumed, but in the second period 
108 pounds of whole corn and only 
three-tenths pound of cracked were 
cleaned up. Although 58 and 63 
pounds of whole oats were eaten in 
two periods, never wore than one-half 
pound of the ground pats was con- 
sumed.

Although hwrses on farms slightly 


decreased in number in the United 
States in 191S, this general fact is by 
no means true in all sections. It ia 
tvne in the North fropi ttie^Atlantic 
Ocenn to Iowa and- MisspuriT and on 
the Pacific coast, but the reverse is 
the fact in one-half of the South, and 
in nearly tie whole region between 
'the Mississippi river and the coast 
states, except Iowa; Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Texas, and Oklahoma. 


In the North and in the Pacific 


states the kind of horse that is pre- 
ferred on and off farms is changing. 
The automobile owner rtoesVnot want 
a driving horse and the fanner with 
an automobile does not need a> diml- 
pnrpose horse—a work animal that 
will also serve as a road horse. Me- 
dium and lieavy draft horses are the 
new requirements. 


This tendency is reflected in prices. 


In the Chicago market the mean price 
of draft horses rose from ¥171 in the 
five years, 1901-1905, to $213 in 1914. 
The mean price declined in the early 
period of tho war to $20r. in 1915, but 
ascended to, $252 in 1916, fell to $212 
in 1017, and recovered to $220 in 1918. 
or 29 per cent above the mean price 
of the five years, 1901-1905. The class 
of horses known in the Chicago mar- 
ket as "general" had the mean of $143 
in the first five years of the century | 
nnd reached as high a mark as $165 
in 1913, but the mean for 1918 was 
$152, or 6 per cent above that of the;
